Summary  of  Minutes,  Dec.  8, 1967 


(1)  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
November  10,  1967  were  approved. 

(2)  During  the  enquiries  period,  the 
Senate  heard: 

(a)  A statement  by  the  Acting  President 
about  the  stage  reached  in  the  study 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Report 
of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee 
on  Undergraduate  Instruction  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 

(b)  A statement  by  the  Dean  of  Scar- 
borough College  concerning  the  first 
year  examination  results  in  the  General 
Course  in  Science  for  the  academic 
year  1966-67. 

(3)  The  Senate  received  as  a communi- 
cation a proposal  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
from  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  concerning  the  appointment  of  stu- 
dents as  members  of  the  Council  and  its 
Committees. 

(4)  The  Senate  approved  a report  from 
the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  recommending  first  reading  of  a 
statute  to  change  the  name  of  the  Grad- 
uate Department  of  Classics  to  the  Graduate 
Department  of  Classical  Studies.  First 


reading  was  given  to  a statute  incorporating 
this  change. 

(5)  The  Senate  considered  a report  from 
the  Executive  Committee  and  gave  first 
reading  to  the  following  statutes:

Statutes  of  the  Senate  to  permit  the 
introduction  and  the  approval  of  a 
statute  of  the  Senate  at  the  same  meet- 
ing of  the  Senate,  provided  that  the 
details  of  the  proposal  for  which  Senate 
approval  is  sought  have  been  circulated 
to  all  members  of  the  Senate  with  the 
notice  calling  the  meeting  of  the 
Senate. 

(6)  The  Senate  considered  a report  of 
the  Board  of  Medical  Studies  recommending 
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that  registration  for  all  premedical  students 
in  either  New  or  Innis  College  be  made 
compulsory.  The  Senate  has  recommended 
acceptance  of  this  proposal  to  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

(7)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Admission  Standards,  recom- 
mending and  reporting  as  follows: 

(i)  recommending  that  Hebrew  be  ap- 
proved as  a subject  for  purposes  of 
admission  to  this  University,  and  that 
evidence  of  proficiency  be  determined 
either 

(a)  by  means  of  a school  report  pre- 
sented by  one  of  the  three  following 
schools:  Beth  Jacob  High  School  for 
Girls,  The  Associated  Hebrew  Schools 
of  Toronto,  Ner  Israel  Yeshiva  College 
of  Toronto;  or 

( b ) on  the  results  of  a special  examina- 
tion conducted  in  a manner  acceptable 
to  the  Committee  on  Admission  Stan- 
dards. 

(ii)  recommending  that  the  Office  of 
Admissions  be  empowered,  with  the 
agreement  of  the  faculties  concerned, 
to  offer  early  final  admission  in  1968  to 
as  many  qualified  applicants  as  pos- 
sible, taking  into  consideration  all  the 


information  available  on  the  record  of 
each  applicant. 

(iii)  reporting  that  any  proposed  changes 
in  subject  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  University  for  the  session  1969- 
70  must  be  approved  by  the  Senate  at 
its  meeting  in  February,  1968,  in  order 
that  the  schools  may  be  informed  of 
these  changes  in  time  to  plan  time- 
tables and  staff  requirements  for  the 
school  session  1968-69. 

(8)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  concerning  21 
cases  of  students  not  fully  meeting  the  Uni- 
versity’s admission  requirements.  Fifteen 
of  the  applicants  concerned  were  denied 
admission  and  6 applicants  were  granted 
admission  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
faculties  concerned. 

(9)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Scholarships  and  Other 
Awards  concerning  two  new  awards,  three 
amendments  to  existing  awards,  and  three 
withdrawals  of  awards. 

(10)  The  Senate  gave  second  reading  to 
statutes  amending  the  Courses  of  Study  and 
Calendars  for  the  Session  1967-68  in  the 
following  Faculties  and  Schools:  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering,  Food  Sciences, 
Music,  Graduate  Studies,  Hygiene,  Forestry. 


The  President’s  Council 


At  its  meeting  on  December  11  the  Presi- 
dent’s Council  considered  a number  of 
recommendations  presented  by  the  Dean  of 
Medicine  bearing  on  the  application  of  the 
general  regulations  regarding  academic 
tenure  and  appointments  within  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine.  Certain  medical  ap- 
pointments have  peculiar  features,  such  as 
parallel  appointments  to  hospital  staffs  or 
funding  from  sources  outside  the  University 
budget,  which  are  not  found  in  other  divi- 
sions of  the  University  and  which  give  rise 
to  difficulties  in  applying  the  general  regu- 
lations. 

The  Council  recognized  the  distinc- 
tive problems  in  Medicine,  but  felt  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  make  exceptions  to  the 
University- wide  policies  that  had  been 
worked  out  in  the  Haist  Committee  and 
later  in  the  Council  itself  without  very 
careful  and  detailed  consideration.  Accord- 
ingly the  Council  referred  the  recommenda- 


tions from  Medicine  to  a subcommittee  to 
be  named  by  Dr.  Woodside. 

There  was  a discussion  of  the  possibility 
of  improving  the  arrangements  to  assist 
members  of  staff  with  their  housing  prob- 
lems, and  the  Council  took  steps  to  obtain 
further  information  on  this  topic. 

Clarification 

In  our  December  ’67  issue,  members  of 
the  President’s  Council  elected  by  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  were  reported 
as  “Prof.  J.  B.  Conacher  (Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences);  Prof.  K.  G.  McNeill 
(Sciences);  Prof.  L.  E.  Lynch  (Federated 
Colleges ) 

A member  of  Council  has  pointed  out 
that  the  use  of  the  words  in  parentheses  im- 
plied separate  elections  in  each  of  three 
divisions  when,  in  fact,  each  voter  endorsed 
the  candidates  he  felt  were  best  qualified 
to  represent  the  Faculty  as  a whole. 
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Planning  to  Sub-let  your  House? 


The  Housing  Service  again  requests  staff 
members  who  are  taking  prolonged  leave 
to  consider  renting  their  Toronto  houses 
through  the  University  Housing  Service. 
This  is  a service  provided  by  the  University 
to  assist  staff  and  students  to  obtain  accom- 
modation. Listings,  as  reported  to  it  by 
householders  are  maintained  but  no  re- 
sponsibility is  accepted  either  for  the  ac- 
commodation or  for  the  tenants  referred.

Until  additional  space  becomes  available 
within  a couple  of  months,  there  is  only 
one  parking  lot  open  on  the  St.  George 
Campus  to  students  and  occasional  drivers, 
the  Safety  and  Security  Division  reports. 

This  parking  area,  at  St.  George  and 
Harbord  Streets,  is  usually  full  well  before 
9 a.m.  and  a motorist  arriving  later  than 
that  has  little  chance  of  finding  a place  for 
his  car.

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The  United  Appeal 


The  United  Appeal  for  Metropolitan  To- 
ronto is  the  most  extensive  charitable  cam- 
paign in  this  community  and  one  to  which 
many  members  of  the  staff  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  have  contributed  for  many  years. 
Nearly  a decade  ago  an  organization  was 
developed  on  the  campus  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  under  the  chairmanship  of  Pro- 
fessor Gilbert  de  B.  Robinson  (now  Vice- 
President  of  Research  Administration).  This 
organization  requires  the  volunteer  effort  of 
6 Division  Chairmen  and  more  than  80 
canvassers  in  the  various  Departments, 
Centres  and  Institutes  within  the  University. 

Although  a good  deal  of  effort  is  made 
in  the  early  Fall  each  year  to  reach  every 
member  of  the  staff  and  to  provide  him 
with  an  opportunity  to  secure  information 
and  to  contribute  if  he  wishes,  there  has 
been  relatively  little  feed-back  to  indicate 
what  financial  results  have  been  achieved. 
It  is  most  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report, 
therefore,  that  contributions  within  the  Uni- 


versity during  the  recent  campaign  for  the 
support  of  health  and  social  welfare  organi- 
zations in  Metropolitan  Toronto  exceeded 
$93,000.  A year  ago  the  comparable  figure 
was  just  over  $78,000;  in  1965  just  under 
$76,000.  In  1959,  when  the  records  were 
first  keut,  members  of  the  University  con- 
tributed $45,000. 

Most  of  the  organizational  and  adminis- 
trative work  in  this  campaign  is  undertaken 
by  Mr.  Ralph  Albrant,  Director  of  Develop- 
ment, and  his  staff.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Chief  Accountant’s  office  in  handling  pay- 
roll deductions  and,  this  year,  in  receiving 
returns  from  canvassers  has  also  been  an 
important  factor  in  our  success.  The  under- 
signed has  been  General  Chairman  for  the 
past  two  years  and  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  to  all  colleagues  who  volun- 
teered their  time  and  effort  during  the  past 
few  months.

Prof.  Porter,  B.Sc.(  Econ. ),  London  School 
of  Economics,  1949,  and  D.Sc.(  Econ. ), 
University  of  London,  1966,  was  a research 
associate  at  U.  of  T.,  1957-58,  a Canada 
Council  Senior  Fellow,  1961-62,  and  a 
Federal  Department  of  Labour  Fellow  in 
the  International  Institute  for  Labour 
Studies  at  Geneva,  1966-67.

Dr.  Ebbs  studied  for  his  M.D.  degree  at 
the  University  of  Toronto,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1931,  and  interned  at  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  After  a year 
at  the  Babies’  Hospital  in  New  York,  he 
spent  four  years  at  the  Children’s  Hospital, 
Birmingham,  England,  at  the  same  time 
doing  graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Birmingham,  from  which  he  received  a 
Doctorate  of  Medicine  in  1938.  Dr.  Ebbs 
was  a clinical  teacher  in  paediatrics  at 
U.  of  T.  and  later  assistant  professor  of 
Paediatrics.  He  is  a Fellow  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  both  England  and 
Canada. 

During  his  term  as  Director  of  Physical 
and  Health  Education,  Dr.  Ebbs  continued 
to  teach  at  the  University.  He  was  largely 
responsible  for  changing  the  baccalaureate 
program  in  P.  and  H.E.  from  a three-  to  a 
four-year  course,  and  emphasized  the  need 
for  initiating  research  projects  which  would 
provide  the  climate  for  possible  graduate 
education. 

In  the  1963-64  academic  year,  Dr.  Ebbs 
relinquished  his  position  in  order  to  spend 


more  of  his  time  in  paediatrics  at  the  Hos- 
pital for  Sick  Children  as  a staff  member, 
although  he  continued  as  a professor  in  the 
University  Department  of  Paediatrics  and 
as  a member  of  the  P.  and  H.E.  School 
Council. 

Computer  Science 

Thomas  E.  Hull  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Computer 
Science  effective  Jan.  1,  replacing  Calvin  C. 
Gotlieb,  who  is  retiring  from  this  post,  but 
continuing  as  professor  of  Computer  Science 
and  Physics,  and  as  director  of  the  Institute 
of  Computer  Science.

The  meeting,  held  at  Point  Barrow, 
Alaska,  Nov.  18-21,  attended  by  partici- 
pants from  the  United  States,  Denmark, 
Finland,  Norway,  France  and  Japan  as 
well  as  Canada,  considered  the  procedures 
to  be  followed  in  studying  Eskimo  popula- 
tions in  Wain  wright,  Alaska,  in  the  Igloolik 
district  of  Northern  Canada,  and  in  Green- 
land. The  studies  will  be  of  a multi- 
disciplinary nature  and  will  extend  over  a 
five  year  period,  possibly  with  further  time 
required  for  complete  comparison  of  data 
between  populations  and  integration  of  the 
interdisciplinary  data  to  provide  better 
understanding  of  how  these  circumpolar 
populations  have  adjusted  to  their  environ- 
ment. Over  the  period  of  the  study  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  also  be  possible  to  study 
the  effects  of  the  current  changes  in  the 
Eskimo’s  way  of  life,  particularly  in 
Northern  Canada  where  the  population  is 
in  a state  of  rapid  transition. 

The  studies  will  be  sponsored  under  the 
Human  Adaptibility  section  of  the  Inter- 
national Biological  Program.  The  conduct 
of  similar  studies  of  populations  living  in 
other  parts  of  the  world  under  widely 
divergent  environmental  conditions  will  pro- 
vide information  about  the  ability  of  man  to 


adapt  to  different  environments  and  about 
the  basic  biological  limits  of  human  life.

The  Library 

At  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries’ 
Preservation  Committee  meeting  held  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Nov.  29,  R.  H.  Blackburn  heard  the  first 
report  on  the  preservation  pilot  project 
conducted  at  L.C.  for  the  committee. 

Also  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  D.  Smith 
attended  a meeting  of  MARC  participants 
held  on  Dec.  4.  Discussed  at  the  meeting 
was  the  new  format  for  MARC  II  and  the 
possibility  of  sharing  programming  work. 

On  Dec.  8 R.  H.  Blackburn  flew  to 
Chicago  to  chair  the  Center  for  Research 
Libraries  Board  meeting. 

H.  Sholler,  Mrs.  M.  Galt,  and  Miss  E.

M.  Rosenstock  visited  five  large  Ameri- 
can Libraries  in  order  to  examine  and  dis- 
cuss such  questions  as  the  extent  of  library 
responsibility  for  book  selection,  the  nature 
and  extent  of  faculty  involvement  in  book 
selection  in  a university  library,  library 
policy  in  regard  to  retrospective  buying, 
methods  of  acquiring  current  material  and 
provision  for  undergraduate  and  graduate 
courses.  He  found  the  libraries  nearly 
entirely  accepted  the  responsibility  for  book 
selection;  at  the  university  libraries,  the 
faculty  are  only  marginally  involved.  The 
Library  of  Congress  and  the  New  York 
Public  Library  were  the  only  two  of  the 
five  which  utilized  the  blanket  order  sys- 
tem. Yale,  Harvard  and  Columbia  under- 
standably spent  most  of  their  book  selection 
and  order  time  on  current  material.  None 
felt  the  urgency  to  stress  retrospective  buy- 
ing in  the  same  way  as  we  did,  nor  did  the 
university  libraries  concentrate  on  pro- 
visions for  graduate  and  undergraduate 
courses  on  the  same  scale.
